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The "conclusion" is an obvious personal attack, of course, but it's also hilarious. 
It's hilarious because you've just condemned him for taking an arduous three-year 
period to rewrite the book — AND condemned him for writing parts of it too swiftly 
to suit you! 

A few paragraphs later, you're doing your Kreskin imitation again: "Don't make the 

mistake of thinking [that Lifton] didn't understand at. every point the 
manipulations, fabrications and rationalizations he was in engaging in for the sake 
of getting this book published." 
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
